This may be 
just another of those expeditions which 
doesn't get off the ground, but since 
Chatham is not desperately needed it will 
pay to watch casually for /C and assume 
that if it is found /K 's chances will be 
increased. 


ABU AIL 


Nothing further to add to information 
on this operation which appeared in Is 
61 and 64; K6LPL will be on his way to Dji- 
bouti shortly after you receive this. He 
will sign J28LP there until departure for 
the Abu Ail lighthouse Dec. 4. He, F6ATQ, 
and J28AZ will sign J2@AA/A Dec. 5-7. 


One erroneous bit of information ap- 
peared in another publication...the group 
is NOT requiring four IRCs for return of 
a QSL card. K6LPL says all cards, in- 
cluding those received through bureaus, 


will be answered. 


HF band conditions for this operation 
are expected to be superb. Look for 
K6LPL to do most of the CW operating and 
J28AZ and F6ATQ to work SSB. 


N2KK/INDIAN OCEAN 


David Schoen was active from the Mal- 
dives, signing 8Q7KK (instead of the anti- 
cipated 8Q7BC). He has fallen behind sched- 
ule and will not be going to Reunion. In- 
stead, the next stop will be Djibouti, 
J2GKK, to in about Nov. 22 and run 
through the CQ WW CW Contest on the 29th 
and 30th. After that, 4W Yemen around Dec. 
8 and ST2 Sudan about the 15th.His rig 
problems have presumably been solved.

3B8CF says 3PSAE/3B9 should be on any 
time now, 14230 only at first and other 
bands when some new equipment is placed on 
line. This is reportedly a long-term pro- 
position.

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QSL cards from wey are coming 
through; KAGE, K7ABV and others have re- 
cently got cards back from TA2HIA, for 
contacts last summer. As the situa- 
tion in Turkey remains tense it is pro- 
bably still best to not send any cur- 
rency in your envelope, and to continue 
not using any callsigns on the enve- 
lope. 


As for Burma, the famous JAI DxXer 
whose callsign is being mentioned is 
a subscriber and we expect to be hear- 
ing from him, one way or the other.Burma 
today is like China was ten years ago; 
the more one digs for information on the 
political and cultural situation there 
the less one knows. The talk is that 
there is hope for a breakthrough on the 
radio front sometime in December, with 
possible operating permission early 
in 1981.

FCC on October 31 issued an "Order 
to Show Cause and Suspension Order” to one 
Kenneth Sheets, WB3HGE. He was nailed for 
operating out of his General Class phone 
bands. Sheets was originally observed 
failing to identify the station he was 
working, a violation of Commission rule 
97.84 (a); when the monitoring station 


‘checked its records and discovered that 


the operator was also out of his allowed 
band a minor violation turned into a 
major one. 


WB7RFA's "28 MHz DX" bulletin did not 
get off the ground, as Craig ran into 
too much school pressure. Anyone who 
sent him ten dollars for a year's sub- 
scription will have received a refund 
by now. 


N4PN, N4RJ, and K4UEE, from last 
year's record-breaking VP2KC CQWW Phone 
contest effort, will operate from St. 
Kitts again this year, in the CQ CW con- 
test. The three are VP2KAA, VP2KAC, 
and VP2KAE, respectively, and will work 
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20, 15, and 10 Meters, in that order. 
They will be single operator, single- 
band efforts. QSL to their home calls. 


Wayne Warden, W9GW, managed operations 
from Fiji “3D2WW and Tuvalu T2AAD, but 
fouled up airplane connections preven- 
ted his operating from Tarata T3.
